Judge Zick Reverses Self 
In Fixter Estate Case 


The case of Henry C. Warner, executor of the last will and 


testament of Alfred Fixter, against William Meyers and his deceased 
son LeRoy, came on again yesterday afternoon before Judge Zick for 
further hearing. Judge Zick indicated earmarks of a real judge by 
reversing himself which is a very uncommon procedure 
^ 


When the case was up before 


Judge Zick about two weeks ago 
he was of the opinion that the 
plaintiff, Warner, had not made 
out what is known as a pnma 
facie case except as to part of his 
claim and indicated he would di- 
rect a verdict against him as to 
all other parts of his claim. George 
Nichols and Robert L. Bracken, 
who represent Mr. Warner, filed 
a motion in the court requesting 
the judge to reverse himself on 
the ground that Mr. Warner had 
made out a prima facie case to the 
extent that it was necessary for 
the Meyer's attorneys, Mr. Hall 
of Rockford and Mr. Hanneken of 
Dixon, to proceed now with Mr. 
Meyers' side of the case. That, 
now, is the present- situation. 


The case all arose over the claim 


by Mr. Warner as executor of the 
Fixter estate that William Meyers 
and his son had taken an unfair 
advantage over Alfred Fixter who 
has incompetent and that they 
had. as a result of their confiden- 
tial relationship, acquired some of 


Fixter's property. Meyers and his 
son denied that they had any of 
Fixter's property and then filed, 
in the same suit, what is known j 
as a counter-claim, claiming that 
Mr. Meyers and his son had been 
damaged to the extent of $25.000 
by Warner's allegations and claim- 
ed that the Meyers had not taken 
any of Fixter's property. 


Under the law, the case is tried 


in two parts: first, the case is 
determined as to whether or not 
Meyers and his son did get any of 
Fixter's property and after that 
question is settled, 
when Mr. 


Meyers proceeds to show how he 
has been damaged by what Mr. 
Warner had done by starting the 
suit. 


The result of Judge Zick's ruling 


yesterday is that William Meyers 
must now proceed. LeRoy Meyers 
having died while the suit has 
been pending, to satisfy the court 
that neither he nor his son, or 
both of them, unlawfully acquired 
any property belonging to Alfred 
Fixter in his lifetime.

Budapest, Hungary, Sept. 24— 


(AP)—A people's court today sen- 
tenced Laszlo Rajk, former No. 
Communist, and two of his seven 
co-defendants to die for plotting 
to 
supplant Hungary's 
govern- 


ment by a regime obedient to 
Yugoslav Marshal Tito. 


Two other defendants were sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment and 
another to nine years. 


But the court passed no sentence 


on the other two defendants—Lt 
Jen. Gyorgy Palffy, former chie 
of the Hungarian army, and Beia 
Korondy, colonel of police. 
The 


court said it was not competent 
to deal with them and they were 
held for court martial. 


Sentenced with Rajk to die were 


Dr. Tibor Szoeny, former member 
of parliament and a Communist 
party official, and Andras Szalai, 
another party official. 


Life sentences were imposed on 


Lazar Brankov, counselor of the 
Yugoslav embassy, and Pal Justus, 
a member of parliament and pres- 
ident of the Hungarian radio. 


Milan Ognyenovics. a confessed 


Yugoslav professional spy. was 
sentenced to nine years' imprison- 
ment.

"Big Steel" usually sets the con- 


tract pattern for not only steel 
but all the nation's industries. 


U. S. Steel and the union held a 


two-hour meeting yesterday. 
It 


was their first bargaining session 
since negotiations broke off last 
July 6. At that time the company 
flatly refused the union's demand 
for a 30-cent package increase. The 
"package1 included a wage in- 
crease and pension and insurance 
benefits. 


'ollowmg the meeting, UIU and 


Steelworkers President Philip Mur- 
ray told newsmen:

steel corporation representatives 
our point of view on the ifssues

Madame Sun probably got her 


introduction to Communism about 
1921 when her husband invited 
Moscow to send him some ad- 
visers 


When Dr. Sun died in 1925 


Chiang succeeded to the leader- 
ship. In 1927 the general broke 
with the Communists, and out of 
that grew the Civil war which now 
has brought the1 country to chaos.

Saturated Felt 
Blocks Dampness 
In Concrete Floor 


When the concrete floor of a 


basementless house rests on the 
ground, a waterproof membrane 
of asphalt saturated felt will help 
keep the interior of the home dry 
and comfortable. 


The ground should be covered 


first with a coarse granular fill 
about six inches deep. This should 
jbe topped with a thin costing 
jmade from one part portland ce- 
;ment, three parts screened sand 
land water. 
' 
To apply the waterproof mem- 


brane, mop hot asphalt over the 
cement coating. Place a layer of 
15-pound asphalt saturated roof- 
ing felt over the hot asphalt. Then 
mop with hot asphalt again, place 
a second layer of felt and apply 
a final hot asphalt coating on top. 


The concrete floor slab goes 


over the protective asphalt felt. 
Care must be taken to keep the 
edges of the slab from touching 
the foundation walls. It is advis- 
able to use fiber or cork board 
insulation between the slab and 
the foundation to block the pas- 
sage of cold from the ground to 
the house floor.

Owners Run a Poor Third 


Three groups share in the financial earnings of Ameri- 


can industry. One is the employes, who get their part in 
wages and salaries. Another is the stock and bond owners, 
who profit through interest and dividends. The third is gov- 
ernment, which dips in when it collects the taxes. 


Just how do these three groups fare proportionately? 
The answer to that must naturally vary somewhat from 


industry to industry. 
But a typical example or two may 


come as a surprise to those who still think that the owners, 
financially speaking, are the favored few. 


Last year a well known manufacturing concern, which 


has been making work clothing for half a century, had total 
sales of nearly $38,000.000. Its profits, after taxes and all 
other costs were paid, came to $17,732. ^For every dollar 
the owners were paid, employes received S278! 


As another example, take a very different kind of busi- 


ness—an eastern power and light company. This is one of 
the most highly taxed of any kind of enterprises. The utility 
in question, in 1948, paid $3.23 to employes and $2.05 in taxes 
to government for every dollar earned for the owners. 


The point is that the workers almost always get a great 


deal more than the owners in any industry. And in many 
industries, the owners run a poor third—behind the tax col- 
lectors as well as the employes. 
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Seventy Cents for Cigarettes 


If you buy a pack of cigarettes in England, they'll cost 


you about 70 cents. A glass of beer involves an outlay of 30 
cents or so. If you're lucky enough to be able to find bacon 
or butter, the price tag will stagger you. So it is with every- 
thing—save for the barest necessities, such as bread and 
turnips, and cheap grades of clothing and other manufac- 
tured goods. 


"TEelreason is that the BritisI 
jovernment establishes 


the price for which goods may be sold. There is no compe- 
tition as we understand the word in this country. There is 
no need for the producer or the retailers to try to do a better 
job than the next man, and to sell cheaper, or to offer a bet- 
ter job than the next man, and to sell cheaper, or to offer a 
better quality, or to work at other consumer inducements. 
In a controlled economy, the political bosses make the de- 
cisions, and the rest of the people can choose between liking 
it and lumping it. 


The British government has established high prices on a 


long list of items because it wants to make a tremendous 
profit—which it does. In a free economy, by contrast, the 
man who tries to gain such a profit is hell-bent for bank- 
ruptcy. His business will simply go to other manufacturers 
or, in the case of retailing, to other stores. A compelling 
example of which competition does is found in the fact that, 
as a general rule, the profits now earned by retailers on each 
dollar of business done is smaller than it was in the OPA 
era. 


No nation has ever had abundance—save for the inner
